‘Army of God’ claims | 
to have Zevalloses

The bizarre disappearance ‘of Dr, 
Hector Zevallos, 53, and his wife, the 
former Rosalie Jean Krekovich, 45, 
from their home one week ago today 
took on two new twists this week. 

The first Came when . the FBI an- 
nounced Tuesday that it had received a 
telephone call'at 3.p.m. Sunday from a 
man who claimed he was Dr. Zevallos 
and said he was being held hostage by 
the “Army of God.” 

The second development came in a 
telephone call received by the FBI 16 
minutes later which gave authorities 
instructions to follow. Those  in- 
structions led them to a cassette tape 
and an envelope taped to the inside of a 
chimney in a restroom in Forest Park 
in St. Louis, found at 6:18 p.m. Sunday, 
the FBI confirmed. 

The FBI described the material found 
in the restroom as 
statements, including demands labeled 
at ‘epistles.’ These epistles state, in 
effect, that man is evil and man’s in- 
stitutions have become instruments of 
evil and are working to deprive men of 
life, liberty and property in defiance of 
God's will.

“The epistles also cover such topics 
as_abortion, the Constitution of the 
United States. and the effects of

When Elmer Sullivan, who was 
decorated for his heroics during World 
War II and the Korean Conflict and 
featured in Heroic Comic Books, spoke 
here on the dangers of nuclear power 
and radiation at the Illinois Power rate 
hike hearing July 28, his was one of the 
few opinions based on’ experience. 

Sullivan, a Granite City resident who 
will be 67 years old Sunday, was at 
Hiroshima shortly after the atomic 
blast that leveled four square miles. of 
the Japanese city on Aug. 6, 1945. 

A member of the Army’s 4ist 
Division, Sullivan was assigned to 
‘search for prisoners in caves near the 
area after the bomb — which was 
equivalent to 20,000 tons of TNT — was 
dropped. Camped outside the city limits 
during late August of 1945, Sullivan said 
he walked to the area, although the 
division was told not to enter the city, 
and took snapshots which were in last 
‘Thursday’s Press-Record. 

“It was quite a job getting the 
Japanese out of the cayes. We had an 
interpreter to try and’ convince them 
the war was over,” he said. 

Prior to the search mission, Sullivan 
had been working in the 41st Division as 
@ cook, the result of severe injuries 
which took him from the front. 

Sullivan was injured during a 
Scouting mission in the woods of 
Hollandia, New Guinea, in the Pacific 
Ocean. After allied troops landed at 
Hollandia, scouting expeditions were 
sent out to searclf for Japanese. As an 
infantry scout, Sullivan was assigned to 
lead a 15-man patrol into the jungle. 

“We had word there were supposed to 
be 500 Japanese in the area,” he said. 

The patrol walked across a field and, 
as they neared the jungle, Sullivan 
heard Japanese talking in the thick and 
called the patrol to a halt. The 


the decrease was small, but expressed 
the hope it points the way to future cuts.

“The lieutenant listened and said, 
‘Sullivan you're scared, I don’t hear 
anything.’ He gave me a direct order to 
lead them out. I walked to the edge.” 

All 15 men were immersed in the 
jungle, about 150 feet, when Sullivan 
stooped to go under bushes that ap- 
parently had been placed across the 
trail. 

“The lieutenant ran into me and the 
second scout ran into him,” Sullivan 
said describing his abrubt stop. 

Finding himself within four feet of six 
Japanese squatting with guns. poised 
across their knees, Sulliyan’s first 
thought was to move — quickly. “I was 
scared so badly,” he recalled. 

“They all jumped up and started 
shooting at us like fish in a barrel,” he 
said, describing the Japanese attack. 

As he turned to run back through the 
brush, Sullivari was shot in the left 
elbow and through the helmet, causing 
him to lose the hearing in his right ear. 

He ran past the lieutenant and other 
scouts, who were lying dead in the path, 
and found the only other member of the 
division still alive — but injured. 

The two men crawled back toward 
the field and went -off the side of the 
trail into the woods: “As we were lying 
there talking, a Japanese (soldier) 
reached out of the bushes and threw a 
hand grenade that landed between the 
other man’s legs.” 

With his left foot, Sullivan kicked out 
and knocked the grenade about three 
feet away, where it went off, sending 
shrapnel the back of his left 
knee to the front, where it stuck out, but 
remained lodged. 

The two crawled about a half mile 
before medics found them. Sullivan's 
left leg was drawn up -against his 
shoulder as he was placed on a stret- 
cher and given medication for pain.

It 
was the next day before the medics 
could carry us out of the graves.” 

By then, gangrene had set into 
Sullivan’s left leg. It was April of 1944, 

He spent the next 11 months in a New 
Guinea hospital and underwent surgery 
numerous times. 

After the bomb was dropped on 
Hiroshima, Sullivan was sent to 
Buckner Bay in Okinawa around Sept, 
4, 1945. After the search mission was 
complete, he was discharged from the 
Army on Dec, 13, 1945. 

A few months after he returned to the 
area “and moved to Granite City, 
Sullivan was notified that -he had 
received the Distinguished Service 
Cross, the second highest military 
decoration, for kicking the grenade and 
saving a man’s life: A half hour later, 
the distinction was taken from Sullivan 
because only one witness could testify 
to his heroics — two witnesses’ were 
needed. ~ 

Instead, Sullivan was given the Silver 
Star, for the grenade incident and a 
Purple Heart for his injuries. 

After his discharge, Sullivan worked 
as a mechanic at the Granite City Army 
Depot (installation) until October, 1950, 
when he was called to serve in the 
Korean ‘Conflict. Because of his 
peacetime duties at the depot, Sullivan 
served as an engineer in Korea, con- 
structing roads from Pusan, where he

Social Security numbers now 
required for low cost meals 


To ensure that only eligible 
children get free and 
reduced-price meals, 
parents will be required to 
provide Social Security 
numbers on applications for. 
free and reduced-price 
meals, the U.S. Department 


of Agriculture announced 
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The ruling implements 
provisions of the Omnibus 
Budget Reconciliation Act of 
1981, which requires that 
applicants include:the Social 
Security number of all 
household members or an 
indication that none is 
available. 

In accordance with the 
Privacy Act of 1974, all state 
agencies and local school 
food authorities will be 
required to disclose how the 
Social Security numbers will 
be. used and by what 
authority the information is 
requested. In addition, the 
individuals must be in- 
formed that the disclosure is 
required in order for the 
application to be considered. 

Prior to the reconsiliation 
Act, applications for free and 
reduced-price meals 
required only family size and 
income information. 

“The change in the ap- 
plication procedures has 
been initiated in order to 
improve the integrity of the 
school feeding programs,” 
Assistant Secretary Mary C. 
Jarratt said. ‘‘We are very 
concerned about the 
potential abuse that can be 


‘caused if parents misreport 


their incomes on free and 
reduced-price meal ap- 


Plications,”’ she added. 
To.implement the revised 
application procedures in the 
beginning of the 1982-83 
school year, the regulations 
will be published interim 
final;. This means they are 
effective upon publication, 
but USDA will accept 
comments on the procedures 
in order to make any 
necessary changes, Com- 
ments should be sent by Dec. 
31, 1982, toStanley Garnett, 
branch “chief, Policy and 
Program Development 
Branch, Food and Nutrition

Assets of Illinois savings 
and loan associations will 
reach a record $50 billion this 
month,. predicts the Illinois 
Savings and Loan League. 

This milestone comes 
during the year in which the 
business in Illinois is 
celebrating its 13st  bir- 
thday, according to League 
President Warren Bachert of 
Home Savings and Loan 
Association of Aurora. 

Founded in Illinois in 
February 1851, the business 
took 97 years to reach the $1 
billion mark and another 27 
years to attain $25 billion. 

Since December, 1975, the 
assets of the third largest 
savings and loan state in the 
nation doubled, growing 
another $25 billion to reach 
$50 billion this |month. 
California and Florida are 
the only states with higher 
asset totals. 

Total savings. at Illinois’ 
325 FSLIC insured 
associations totalled nearly 
$40 billion this month, which 
is double the amount out-- 
standing seven years ago. 
“The remarkable growth of 
the business in recent 
years,” Bachert stated, “is 
further documented by the 
following historical data: In 
1949 the business’ total 
deposits were $1 billion; by 
1967 savings totalled $10 
billion and in June, 1975, 
total deposits stood at $20 
billion.’’ Today the $40 billion 
on deposit is held in ap- 


proximately 7.3 million 
accounts. The average ac- 
count size is about $5,500. 

Mortgage lending at 
Illinois associations also has 
grown by leaps and bounds 
over the past few years. 
Presently, Illinois 
associations hold about 1.2 
million mortgage loans and 
contracts totaling $36 billion.

The Illinois Department of

Rep. Tom Corcoran, R- 
Ottawa, has as his first ob- 
jective getting re-elected 
in November, but Corcoran 
said he is giving some 
thought to a Senate bid. 

Ed Derwinski, R- 
who lost a 
remap-spurred primary 
fight to Rep. George 
O’Brien, R-Joliet, has ex- 
pressed some interest in 
challenging Percy in

Hill colleagues. 

The names of Republi- 
can Reps. Henry Hyde of 
Bensenville and Philip 
Crane of Mount Prospect 
also pop up in speculation 
about potential Percy chal- 
lengers. 

But both Hyde and Crane 
say they are content with 
their current jobs and are 
not entertaining thoughts 
about vying with Percy. If 
Percy were to decide 


against seeking re-election, 
both Crane and Hyde say 
they might reconsider. 

One early possibility out- 
side the delegation is for- 
mer State Sen. Donald Tot- 
ten of Hoffman Estates. 
However, his third-place 
showing in a three-persen 
race for the GOP nomina- 
tion for lieutenant gover- 
nor has diminished his 
prospects among some 
conservatives here. 

Corcoran, who was state 
chairman for Totten’s 
campaign, said the chance 
to get exposure and experi- 
ence in a statewide effort 
was one of the reasons why 
he took the post in the Tot- 
ten effort. 

“That was a factor, but 
not the major factor,” Cor- 
coran said. “My involve- 
ment in that campaign was 
basically because of my 
friendship with Totten over 
many years. But one of the 
byproducts was that I got 
to see how a statewide 
campaign develops.” 

Despite that longstand- 
ing friendship, Corcoran 
does not flatly rule out en- 
tering a Senate primary if 
Totten also makes the 
race. In fact, he is not fore- 


closing any options at this 
point. 

“The most accurate. way. 
to describe my present sit- 
uation is to say I am not 
ruling out anything,” Cor- 
coran said. “I have given 
some thought to the matter 
but not very much.” 

He said he has not float- 
ed any trial balloons or 
sounded out support. He 
has discussed the possibili- 
ty with his wife, Helenmar- 
ie. Corcoran emphasizes 
that the final decision will 
be a “joint one” made in 
concert with his wife. 

Corcoran, of course, first 
has to win re-election this 
fall against Ottawa Demo- 
crat Don McGrath, who 
played on the same high 
school basketball team as 
Corcoran. McGrath also 
knows the moves. off the 
court, He managed the 
campaigns of Tim ‘Hall, 
whom Corcoran unseated 
in 1976 and defeated again 
in 1978 when Hall tried a 
comeback. Hall is now 
challenging Rep. Ed Madi- 
gan, R-Lincoln. 

Derwinski does have one 
edge over Corcoran. Since 
he will be out ofa job in 
January, Derwinski has 


less to lose. Corcoran 
would have to abandon his 
House seat to run for the 
Senate. 

Both Corcoran and 
Derwinski are regarded as 
“formidable” challengers 
to Percy by fellow con- 
seryative Hyde. 

‘At 43, Corcoran is nearly 
20 years younger than 
Percy and has a good track 
record. Derwinski, 55, has 
more experience, with 
nearly 24 years as a mem- 
ber of Congress. His prima- 
ry loss to O’Brien probably 
would not be held against 
him since congressional 
redistricting put him in a 
new district that favored 
O’Brien. 

Both Corcoran and 
Derwinski are regarded by 
House colleagues as being 
effective-eampaigners and 
lawmakers with solid con- 
servative credentials. 

The problems. for cor- 
servatives seeking an al- 
ternative to the more mod- 
erate Percy would be if 
both Corcoran and Derwin- 
ski would decide to chal- 
lenge Percy, splitting the 
anti:Percy vote and possi- 
bly assuring Percy’s re- 
nomination. 

If more than one strong 
conservative candidate 
emerged, it is virtually 
certain there would be 
many meetings to try to 
reduce the field to one be- 
fore the primary, ‘Hyde 
noted. 


Percy has not had a se- 
rious primary election 
race since he won the GOP 


nomination for governor in 
1964 against William Scott 
and lost the general elec- 
tion to Otto Kerner. 

Conservatives see Percy 
as vulnerable because he 
won re-election in 1978 
with 53 percent of the vote 
against Alex Seith in a race 
that gave the senator the 
scare of his political life 

That, of course, was in a 
general election. But Crane 
notes that in the 1978 pri- 
mary, the late Lar “Ameri- 
ca First” Daly, a perennial 
candidate who campaigned 
in an “Uncle Sam” suit, 
took 16 percent of the vote. 
The conservative congress- 
men think a credible, well- 
financed candidate has a 
good chance of unseating 
the senator. 

Percy would not be a 
pushover for any primary 
rival. Since 1978 when he 
made his famous eleventh 
hour ““I-got-the-message” 
television appeal, Percy 
has worked at trying to 
strengthen his Illinois ties 
and dispel the notion he is 
out of contact with voters, 
and his party. He has gen- 
erally supported the 
Reagan administration and 
votes more frequently with 
fellow Republicans than he 
has in the past.

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He said the Illinois 
Police Association, 
Illinois Association of 
Chiefs of Police and other 
statewide law en- 
forcement groups have 
lobbied for passage of the 
bill. “We were pretty sure 
they would pass it and we 
are happy the governor 
signed it,” he said. 

In signing the bill 
Monday at the Chicago 
Police Department 
headquarters, Governor 
James R. Thompson 
stated, “The job of our 
law enforcement officers 
is dangerous enough 
without the likelihood that 
ammunition that would 
leave them defenseless, 
even with . heavy 
protection, is available 
and could fall into the 
wrong hands.”’ 

The new legislation 
makes it a Class 2 felony 
— punishable by up to 
seven years in prison — to 
possess or conceal an 
armor-piercing bullet and 
a handgun that can fire it, 


or to use a weapon armed 
with such bullets in the 
commission of a crime. 

Possession of such 
bullets alone is 
punishable by up to five 
years in prison and sale of 
bullets represented to be 
metal-piercing could 
result ina prison sentence 
of up to three years, 
under the legislation 
signed by Goy. Thomp- 


son. 

The bill also makes ita 
Class X felony, which 
doubles all applicable 
penalties, for anyone who. 
discharges a_ weapon 
loaded with armor 
piercing bullets, striking 
another person. 

At the — bill-signing, 
ceremony, the governor 
also announced that he ig 
giving $1,000 from his 
political campaign fund 
to Citizens for Safety: 
Vests, a Chicago-based 
group that is collecting 
money to purchase 
bulletproof vests for the 
city’s police officers.  /

Obesity a factor - 


in heel 


Q. Can heel spurs be 
caused by being 
overweight? I am 5-foot-4 
and weigh 180 pounds. 

‘Also, can they be dis- 
solved by herbs or any 
other way that doesn't in- 
volve taking pills? — E.S., 
Stratford, Wis. 

A. A heel spur is most 
commonly caused by an 
excessive stress or strain 
of the plantar fascia, which 
is a thick band of fibrous 
tissue in the sole of the 
foot, at its point of origin 
and attachment to the bot- 
tom of the heel bone. 

Obesity, could: certainly 
be a factor in the develop- 
ment of this problem, as 
obesity applies an abnor- 
mal strain at this plantar 
fascia attachment. It 
should also be. noted that 
walking and standing on 
the outer edge of the foot, 
as well as certain diseases, 
may also be responsible for 
a heel spur. 

I do think you should re- 
alize two important fac- 
tors. One is that the size of 
the spur is not proportional 
to the amount of pain, and, 
most important, not all 
heel spurs are. pAinful. 
Most often, the pain is due 
to either an inflammation 
or bursitis. 

I know of no way heel 
spurs can be dissolved by 
herbs. In case, reduc- 
tion of weight would seem 
to be a start in the right 
direction. I would also rec- 
ommend a good physical 
examination to rule out 
some of the s' ic prob- 
lems that may stimulate 
the formation of a heel 
spur. — Dr, Richard S, Gil- 
bert, assistant clinical in- 
structor in the department 
of surgery, division of 
orthopedics, at the Uniyer- 
sity of California, San 
Diego School of Medicine.

experience headache, 
flushing and even loss of 
consciousness with these 
attacks. * 

Although the cause \of 
the vast majority of cases 
of cold urticaria is un- 
known, occasionally the 
problem may be associated 
with other chronic 
disorders. It would be wise - 
for you to see your physi- 
cian for a further evalua- 
tion of the problem. None- 
theless, it is very likely 
that you will prove to have 
“essential” cold urticaria, — 
which simply means that 
we do not know what caus- 
es it,

The Madison County 
Board now has the power to 
authorize tax abatements for 
new and expanding in- 
dustries, which the county 
hopes will attract new 
business and jobs. 


: The tax abatement or- 
dinance had been tabled at 
last month’s board meeting 
because Board Member 
William Haine, Alton, 
questioned the effectiveness 
of tax breaks in attracting 
new business to the county. 


Charge GC man in 
Venice rape case 


Mark A. Breeden, 20, of 
1327 Meredian Ave, Granite

The girl and her cousin, 
also from Madison, were 
sitting on the steps of a 
church at 14th Street and 
“dwardsville Road at 11 
p.m. July 21 when a vehicle 
stopped and a passenger in 
the car asked if they wanted 
to “party,” 

The girl said “no,” saying 
that she and ber companion 
were waiting for her father 
to pick them up. The men 
said they were “just going to 
drive around the block” and 
the girl and her cousin were 
pushed into the car. 

The driver then headed 
down Madison Avenue 
toward Venice, traveling 
through some back streets

and emerging near the levee, 
police were told. 

Once under the bridge, the 
driver forced the girl out of 
the vehicle and, holding a 
knife to her throat, pushed 
her onto the hood of the car. 
After she was raped, the 
passenger, who also had a 
knife and remained in the 
vehicle with the cousin, got 
out of the car and started to 
rape the girl. 

While both assailants were 
outside the vehicle, the 
cousin locked the car doors 
and tried to start the engine, 
which failed to immediately 
turn over. 

The men threatened to kill 
the girl if he didn‘t open the 
door and one of them, the 
driver, began opening the 
car hood to disconnect the 
battery wires. At this point, 
the cousin jumped from the 
auto and ran away to seek 
help. z 

While the men were 
distracted by the cousin’s 
efforts to escape, the girl 
grabbed clothing from the 
ground and also ran, hiding 
in nearby weeds. A few 
moments later, the men got 
the car started and left. 

Meanwhile, the cousin had 
seen a train coming over the 
Merchants Bridge and ran 
toward: it. The engineer 
slowed the train and the 
cousin jumped on the engine 
and told what was happening 
beneath the bridge. 

The engineer radioed for 
police assistance. Soon, the 
girl could be heard calling 
for her cousin, who an- 
swered, and she also made 
her way to the train and was 
given a shirt to wear by the 
engineer. She was taken by 
officers to St. Elizabeth 
Medical Center for medical 
attention. 


urges three 


special county taxes 


In order to reduce 
pressure on Madison 
County’s general fund, a 
Madison County Board 
committee has voted to 
request the collection of 
special taxes to finance three 
types of expenditures that 
currently are financed 
through the general fund, 

The taxes would pay for 
tort liabilities and 
judgements, unemployment 
compensation and ex- 
tension and collection of 
taxes. Because state law 
permits the levy of these 
Special taxes, many counties 
already to so. 

The county’s general fund 


tax levy already is at the 
legal maximum of 12 cents 
per $100 assesed valuation. 
Raising expenses and 
lowering general fund 
revenues threaten to require 
service cutbacks and em- 
ployee layoffs, 

Negotiations are taking 
place between county of- 
ficials and representatives 
from the employee union 
over contract consessions. 

Taxes would not 
necessarily be higher next 
year if the proposal is ap- 
proved by the board, The 
committee will examine 
decreasing or exclusion of 
other special taxes. 


He also thought that tax- 
payers would have to make 
up for taxes not paid by 
companies granted an 
abatement. 

But Legislative committee 
chairman James , Heil, 
Godfrey, said the county 
board will always have the 
final say in determining 
whether firms will get an 
abatement. 

“We're not giving anybody 
carte blanche,’’ Heil said. 
‘*Each case will come to you 
(the board). You will have 
the final vote. You will haye 
the right to consider each tax 
abatement.” 

According to a change in 
the ordinance recommended 
by Haine, all requests for tax 
abatement will now be sent 
to county board chairman 
Nelson Hagnauer, who will 
then refer the requests to the 
county’s community 
development office for its 
recommendation, 

The request shall then be 
forwarded to the Madison 
County Overall Economic 
Development Program 
Committee for an adyisory 
opinion and a _ recom- 
mendation to the full county 
board. The board will then 
vote whether or not to grant 
the abatement. 

Uder the original proposal, 
requests would only have 
been sent to community 
development and_ the 
legislative committee before 
going to the full board, 

Heil also alluded to letters 
submitted to the county 
board supporting the tax 
abatement plan. 

SIUE President Earl 
Lazerson, Dr. Robert 
Koepke, head of the office for 
area development at SIUE, 
and Alan Richardson, 
executive vice president of 
the Tri-Cities Area Chamiber 
of Commerce, all recom- 
mended the passage of the 
ordinance. They said tax 
abatements would be an 
important part of a program 
to encourage business in the 
county, 


‘The abatement plan would 
allow new or expanding 
industries to get up to a 100 
percent abatement on the 
increase in assessed 
valuation caused by the new 
or expanded facilities for a 
maximum of four years. 


Haine, however, still had 
doubts about the ordinance, 
but he was the only board 
member. not. to vote for 
approval of the abatement 
proposal.

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Madison cracks down on litter problem

Strict enforcement of the 
anti-litter ordinance in 
Madison with arrests, and 
prosecution for those who 
disregard the law was 
unanimously approved 
Tuesday night by the 
Madison City Council. 

Mayor Mike Sasyk ad- 
dressed the council saying, 
“The litter problem is city 
-wide and in particular 
around the new shopping 
center where there are 
containers for trash. Some 
people do not care and just 
throw papers and cans along 
the curbs and sidewalks 
creating a mess for someone 
else to take care of.” 

After discussing the 
problem, council members 
voted to have the police keep 
a constant check in the city 
and those people found 
throwing trash on the streets 
and alleys will be arrested 
and could pay a miniumum 
fine of $25 up to $500. 

‘This ordinance will also be 
enforced for people riding in 
automobiles who throw cans 
or debris as they drive along 
the streets. Anyone found 
leaving taverns or other 
busindsses with open cans in 
their hands may also be 
prosecuted, council mem- 
bers agreed. 

In a concentrated effort to 
keep the city clean, Mayor 
Sasyk' requested that a 
specific week be determined

passing election women 
are getting their name on 
the ballot more and more. 
They are running for a va- 
riety of offices, ranging 
from mayors to statewide 
office.

mous mayors is Chicago’s 
Jane Byrne. 
Notwithstanding the de- 
feat of the Equal Rights 
Amendment, the women’s 
movement in government 
in Illinois has taken some 
healthy strides.

Eugenia Chapman, an 
Arlington Heights Demo- 
crat, who is running for 
Congress. 


Looking at the commit- 
tee structure in the two 
chambers also shows that 
women are the head.of the 
committee or the minority 
party spokesperson. 

In the House, five 


*They are. Republicans, 


since the party controls the 
House: The Democrats are 
in the minority position 
and the party has two 
women as spokespersons 
on two committees. 

The Democrats hold con- 
trol of the Senate. The 
party has two of its women 
members as committee 
chairpersons, while the Re- 
publican Party has one as 
a spokesperson. 

A lagok at the election 
booklet for the November 
general election shows that 


many women survived the 


primary election cut. They 
will be on the ballot for the 
November election and for 
the most part they will be 
facing men in that election 
It is hard to determine how 
many ran in. the primary 
election last March. 

There are five women 
running on the Democratic 
Party ticket for seats in 
the Illinois Senate. Six 
women are running on the 
Republican Party ticket.

development ‘for pro-life from. the 
Zevallos incident “I realize that this 
abortion. business in the news again 
wakes up people to what is going on. 
Awakes them that baby killing is not 
right. Every time it is on the news, a 
few more turn pro-life until, some day, 
that clinic will not be there anymore,” 
Father Arentsen stated. 

He also noted that he feels there is a 
positive aspect about Dr. Zevallos’ 
disappearance. ‘I am ngt unhappy that 
it may have saved a few babies’ lives at 
the clinic. I am not unhappy over that 
angle,” he told the Press-Record. 

Rev. Arentsen said he is unfamiliar 
with the “Army of God,” but noted, “I 
heard that title years and years ago 
somewhere.” 

He said the FBI was at his home 
Tuesday, wanting a sample of his 
typewriter and printer copy and 
removing papers from his desk. They 
also had him sign a consent form for a 
polygraph test, he noted. None was 
scheduled. 

Asked whether he feels the possible 
kidnapping will have a negative effect 
on the pro-life movement, Rev. 
Arentsen stated, ‘‘At first prospect, it 
may help the cause somewhat. If it 
turns out they (kidnappers) are pro-. 
life, there could be some kind of kick- 
back. 


“It has to be a kook. They have to be 
kooky, even if they are pro-life,” Rev. 
Arentsen concluded. 

Betty Stegemeier of Granite City 
Right to Life denounced the supposed 
actions of the ‘‘Army of God,” saying, 
“T think it is very tragic. We ‘never 
heard of them. It is a terrible shock to 
think that there are people out there 
who would do such a thing.” 

She said she had talked to. the FBI 
about the case, but they only wanted to 
know if she had ever heard of the Army 
of God or knew any of its members. “I 
never heard of them. The National 
Right to Life never heard of them. 

“It has to be sick people to do this,”” 
Mrs. Stegemeier stated. 

Ed Gurney, news editor of the 
Collinsville Herald, said he received a 
telephone call yesterday morning at the 
Herald by a man who quoted from the 
epistles. 

Gurney said the caller stated that vr. 
Zevallos is an evil man and that his end 
is near. The caller alleged that Dr. 
Zevallos had killed millions of babies. 

According to Gurney, “‘It sounded 
like a prepared statement. Over and 
Over, sentences ended with, ‘‘Sayeth 
the Lord,’ he noted, adding, ‘He 
sounded serious.”

St. Louis television reports last night 
indicated that a group calling itself the 
“Army of God” had been involved in 
disturbances in Tampa, Fla., Nov. 30, 
1981, and that an abortion clinic there 
had been firebombed May 29 of this 
year. 

Hope Clinic caught fire Jan. 23 and 
arson was suspected as the cause of 
that blaze. 


He recalled that going into Hiroshima 
military police along the roadside kept 
telling the men that the area had been 
checked for radiation. ‘‘We said, 
‘What’s radiation?”

After winning 13 medals and ex- 
periencing war from various vantage 
points, Sullivan is not sure that the 
present arsenal of atomic weaponry is 
the right direction for the country to 
take. 

“It just knocks the wind right out of 
my sails,’’ he concluded.

To obtain additional in- 
formation on pasture 
establishment, we have the 
Agronomy | Handbook 
available at the Extension 
office in Edwardsville. The 
publication sells for $1.50. 

The Agronomy Handbook 
covers various seed mix- 
tures for either permanent 
pasture or a hay crop. The 
book also recommends a per 
care seeding rate for each 
mixture. 

FERTILIZING TREES 

Fall fertilizing of trees will 
result in more growth next 
year than spring fertilizing. 
This is the General con- 
clusion of numerous studies 
relating to time of ap- 
plication and method. Oaks 
and Silver Maples are an 
exception. 

These studies indicate a 
time-interval is important to: 
allow trees to assimilate the 
fertilizer before new growth 
occurs. Fall fertilizing of turf 
permits trees to acquire the 
fertilizer and assimilate it 
before. spring. Oaks and 


maples make a second spurt 
of growth in early summer 
which reflects the spring 
fertilizing. 

When trees aren’t a 
regular part of a lawn fer- 
tilizing program, make a 
special fall application of 
tree and shrub fertilizer. 
Double the rate and be sure 
to coyer an area twice the 
spread of the limbs. If your 
tree is growing in a turf area 
that is fertilized regularly, it 
probably is getting enough. 

In exceptional cases, make 
a double application of lawn 
fertilizer beneath your trees. 
Extend the double ap- 
plication at least to the drip- 
line of the limbs. 


POISONOUS PLANTS 

We have available at the 
Extension office a 
publication entitled 
Poisonous Plants of the 
Midwest. The illustrations 
and descriptions in this book 
will help the reader identify 
plants poisonous to livestock. 
The main plant causing 
problems for livestock in 
Madison County is White 
Snakeroot. The publication 
sells for $2 and is available at 
the Extension office, 900 
Hillsboro, Edwardsville, 
Illinois, 62025.

BBB warns of letters of ‘good fortune’ 


The St. 
Business Bureau has 
received a number of 
inquiries and letters of 
complaint from consumers 
who were ‘selected as a 
winner’? of one, or more 
valuable prizes by the 
Sweepstakes Underwriters 
of America, 1412 Oakland 
Park Blvd., Ft. Lauderdale, 
Fla. 

Letters of unexpected good 
fortune have been stuffing 
mail boxes for months now 
leading a number of con- 
sumers into believing that 
they have won, new cars, 
vacations, microwave ovens 
or cash prizes valued up to 
$10,000. However, what the 
unfortunate prospect ac- 
tually has received is an 
invitation to attend a sales 
presentation for a cam- 
pground membership at the 
Meramec Valley Camp 
Resort, Highway UU, Box 
216 B, in Cuba, Mo, The 
corporate name is Inter- 
national Villages _of 
Missouri, doing business as 
Meramec Village Camp 
Resort and formerly using 
the name, Jellystone Park. 
One must tour the camp 
resort club before receiving 
a “gift,” 

BBB files reflect a number 
of complaints alleging the 
use of high-pressure sales 
tactics which often result in 
the signing of a contract 
requiring payment of $5,000 
or more. Other complaints 
allege a number of 
misrepresentations made by 
salespersons concerning the 
quality of the trailers 
available for rent. 

One complainant stated 
that he and his wife were 
initially shown a trailer 
which contained a four 
burner range and oven, a 
large bathroom with a tub, 
and a refrigerator with a 
freezer. The salesman stated 
that they would not have to 
bring anything but clothes 
and food. However, after the 
couple purchased the 
property, they found that the 
actual trailers were poorly 
equipped and that linens and 
utensils were not provided. 

Another complainant 
explained that he was told 
that he would be renting a 
new Coachman trailer; 
however, he was given an 
older trailer which was 
leaking propane gas. 

Complaint letters also 
have asserted that the prizes 
received were not any prize 
of great value. Prizes listed 
were a MGTB Replicar or 
$10,000 cash, a color TV with

Governor Thompson signs 
new school aid formula 


Governor James _— R. 
Thompson has signed into 
law a new school aid formula 
which, based. on the fiscal 
year 1983 appropriation for 
elementary and secondary 
education, will assure an 
increase of $96 in the 
guaranteed per pupil state 
payment. 

“This formula bill will 
guarantee that the per pupil 
funding level will climb from 
$1,562 to $1,658 in this new 
fiscal year,’ Thompson said. 
“That represents an in- 
crease of 6.1 percent from 
last year and about the same 
amount of increase as last 
year in terms of actual 
dollars.”’ 

House Bill 2348, sponsored 
by Representative Gene 
Hoffman of Elmhurst and 
Senator John Davidson of 
Springfield, makes several 
changes in the way state aid 
to schools is determined, The 
changes include: 

Multiplying by 1.05 the 
average daily attendance of 
all pupils in grades seven 
and eight. 

Using the best three 
months of average daily 
attendance instead of the 
current six-month average 
used to calculate funding. 
That calculation will be 
phased in over three years. 


Altering the per pupil 
weighting for low-income 
students 

Other legislation acted on 
by the governor included a” 
bill that prohibits mental 
health therapists or patients. 
from refusing to disclose 
information needed in a 
homicide investigation or 
trial. 

Senate Bill 1429, sponsored 
by Davidson and 
Representatives Irv Smith of 
Springfield, and Josephine 
Oblinger of Sherman, will 
allow law enforcement 
agencies to conduct a more 
thorough investigation in 
homicide cases where in- 
formation involving a 
mental patient and a 
therapist may be needed 

“This legislation enhances 
the avenues police officers 
and others have to conduct 
an effective investigation of 
murders that in some 
manner. have involved 
people under mental health 
care and those treating 
them,” Thompgon said. 

The Governor also an- 
nounced that he signed a 
measure making shoplifters 
liable to merchants for the 
retail value of the mer- 
chandise stolen plus up to 
$100 in civil damages. 


House Bill 2242 was 


VA spending reaches 
record levels in Ill. 


Record high expenditures 
for the state of Illinois were 
listed by the Veterans’ 
Administration for fiscal 
year 1981. Grady Horton, 
director of the VA regional 
office in Chicago, said the 
VA spent $837,943,215 during 
that period, increasing the 
previous fiscal year ex- 
penditures by $75 million. 


The largest amount went 
for compensation to disabled 
war veterans and pensions to 
older veterans in need. This 
totaled $334,770,094 


In Madison County, VA 
expenditures were 
$11,704,522. Of this amount, 
compensation and pensions 
amounted to $8,246,815. 

Expenditures for 
educational benefits — to 
Vietnam Era veterans and 
other training programs 
amounted to $1,909,429. 
Statewide total was 
$77,511,105. 

In Illinois, the VA spent 
$62,850,622 on insurance and 
indemnities.

Wage-price spiral 
slows; long-term 
outlook mixed

The wage-price spiral 
has definitely been slowed 
down this year — but it’s 
too early to conclude that 
the “capital” has been put 
back in “capitalism.” 

Wage gains have 
moderated in the recession 
— at great cost to the econ- 
omy — and some econo- 
mists are optimistic that, 
at last, the inflationary 
wage structure of the last 
15 years has been smashed. 
If the trend continues, en- 
trepreneurship , will once 
again be remunerative, 
and the U.S. economy can 
start on the road to price 
stability. 

Among the optimists is 
Allen Sinai, economist of 
Data Resources Inc., Lex- 
ington, Mass. “The ‘back’ of 
the price-wage-price spiral 
of 1965-1980 has been bro- 
ken,” said Sinai. “Inflation 
is permanently in single di- 
gits, with the key to sus- 
tained improvement the 
performance on wages in 
1982 and 1983.” 

Growth in compensation 
per hour, which normally 
rose between 9 and 10 per- 
cent each: year from 1974 
through 1981, will grow at 
only 7.5 percent this year, 
7.3 next year and 7.8 in 
1984, predicted Sinai. 

Productivity growth, 
which was negative for 
three of the four years 
from 1978 through 1981, 
will drop again this year 
(minus 0.6 percent), then 
rise 2.2 percent next year 
and 1,9 in 1984, predicted 
Sinai. 

All this means that, ac- 
cording to his optimistic 
scenario, growth in unit 
labor costs will be only 5 
percent next year and 5.8 
in 1984 — versus 12.2 in 
1974, 10.4 in 1979 and 10.3 in 
1980. 

Joining in the enthusi- 
asm is George Cruikshank 
of New York's Morgan 
Guaranty Trust; “The case 
for more than just a cycli- 
cal easing in inflation is 
bolstered by changes in 
wage patterns. In the past 
year, flexibility in wage- 
rate setting has increased 
notably,” said Cruikshank. 

“U.S. price and wage be- 
havior in earlier years 
characteristically had been 
unresponsive to economic 
conditions. This made in- 
flation difficult to reduce 
once it became embedded 
in the system. Although ev- 
ident also in prices, un- 
responsiveness was partic- 
ularly noticeable in wage 
rates. A sharp break in 
wage patterns in a number 
of industries, however, sug- 
gests: that this rigidity is 
decreasing. Behind the new 
flexibility, evident in both 
union and non-union areas, 
is an increase in the impor- 
tance of competition in the 
wage-setting process. Dur- 
ing the past year, the in- 
crease in wage rates has 
fallen to its lowest point 
since 1976 — and given the 
tendency of wage rates to 
lag the economic cycle, it 
is likely that some further 
slowing will occur.” 

Labor contracts negoti- 
ated during the first half of 
1982 provide for an al 
dustries first-year median 
wage increase of 7.6. per- 
cent — down from 9.8 per- 
cent for the sarne period of 
1981, according to the 
Washington, D.C.-based Bu-

In cents per hour, this 
year’s first-half median 
wage rise was 60 cents, 
down from 73 cents in the 
same period of 1981 (not in- 
cluding cost-of-living ad- 
justments). The figures are 
based on the BNA’s survey 
of 689 contracts covering 
50 or more workers. 

For management, the 
brightest picture. was in 
construction: The first-half 
wage gain was 75.6 cents 
an hour, less than half the 
$1.565 for the first half of 
1981. 

However, the median 
wages in health care (his- 
torically unresponsive to 
market pressures) went up 
9.7 percent — the biggest 
gain. In cents per hour, the 
highest median was $1.21 
in airline industry con- 
tracts. Cost-of-living provi- 
sions were. included in 18 
percent of all contracts in 
the first half of 1982 — 
down from 24 percent over. 
the same period of 1981. 

“In the unionized sector, 
recent pacts have substan- 
tially curtailed wage and 
benefit growth in the auto, 
meat packing, and trucking 
industries at least through 
1983. Contracts negotiated 
in the rubber and petrole- 
um industries provide for 
wage increases in the 7 
percent range, which is 
lower than the increases 
provided for the last time 
parties negotiated,” said 
Jack W. Lavery of Wall 
Street’s Merrill Lynch Eco- 
nomics. 

However, Lavery isn’t 
doing bandsprings: “With 
the possible exception’ of 
the steel industry, it is un- 
likely that there will con- 
tinue to be ‘give-backs’ of 
the magnitude seen over 
the past 10 months,” he 
said. 

“We project that com- 
pensation increases will re- 
main roundly 7 pércent 
into 1983. Combined with a 
slight cyclical improve- 
ment in productivity, this 
implies restraint in labor 
cost growth. However, the 
long unwinding of the wage 
price spiral may be subsid- 
ing,” said Lavery. 

Thus, the gains for capi- 
tal may be shortlived. Ac- 
cording to Mary J. Wilson 
of Boston’s David L. Bab- 
son & Co. Inc., labor 
(wages, salaries, fringes) 
constituted 66) percent. of 
national income from 1947 
through 1951: Capital (prof- 
its, dividends, proprietor- 
ship income, rents and in- 
terest) got 34 percent. 

But as capitalism has de- 
clined, labor's piece of the 
pie has soared. During the 
first quarter of this year, 
labor was getting 77 per- 
cent and capital 23 percent 
of national income, — and, 
worse, interest is getting 
more and more of capital's 
share. (In 1947-1951, inter- 
est got 1 percent and 


equity 33 percent. Now in- 
terest is getting 10 percent 
and equity 13 percent.) 

Said Wilson, “For the 
system as a whole, there is 
nowhere to hide. Short of 
sending capital out of the 
country in search of better 
prospects, investors can 
only boost their returns by 
seeking ways to penetrate 
the labor share of income.” 

And not all are optimis- 
tic. Said Michael K. Evans 
of Washington, D.C.'s 
Evans Economics, “Wage 
rates are expected to in- 
crease 6 percent next year,

Finishes fifth and eighth nationally 


For Mark Tripp, moto cross racing is more than a trip to the track

Vite Tripp is like most 14-year 
old boys — he enjoys sports, 
the outdoors and he looks to schools 
opening next week with some anxiety.

During the last 
few years, the Seebolds have ap- 
proached various sponsors with 
proposals, In fact, Bill used such an 
approach over 11 years ago when he 
contacted the Concord Village Lion’s 
Club about sponsoring an annual race 
in St. Louis, where the Seebolds now 
live. 

“I diiin’t sleep for about a week 
wondering if the water would hold the 
race,” he said. ““They’ve been trying to 
kick me out ever since,’’ he said of the 
Lions. 

Since then, sponsorship of the race

Over the last three or four years, 
powerboat racing has grown and 
sponsors are easier to find. 

Still, Mike did not compete at Bristol, 
England in June because he did not 
have a sponsor, 

Aside from the boat and equipment 
costs, everytime the Seebolds race in 
this country they take at least six crew 
members, the drivers and two vehicles 
to carry the- entourage. The family 
generally travels together because it 
requires that many people to help out. 

Bob Hauser, who owns and operates 
Hauser Racing in St. Louis, pays Tim's 
expenses, “If he didn’t I couldn’t afford 
for Tim to race,’’ Bill said. 

Expenses are magnified because 
technological advancements occur 
about every two years, before the boats 
are worn out. 

The Seebolds have one advantage in 
that regard as they buiJd powerboat 
hulls, Bill’s father was in the marine 
business years ago here and Bill opened 
up shop in St, Louis after he moved 
there in 1964. 

The business provides Bill and Mike 
with 9 to 5 jobs. There are six em- 
ployees who work for the Seebolds, 

Mike, who started working for his 
father four years ago, has no im- 
mediate future plans as to whether he 
will continue in the boat-building 
business and in racing. ‘It’s hard to 
say. I don’t have plans to do anything in 
the future. I’m just playin’ it by ear,” 

Tim, however, has made plans. He 
will start college this month at the 
University-of Missouri at Columbia and 
will try out for the wrestling team in the 
118-pound weight class. Although he 
does not have a scholarship, he may 


receive assistance if he makes the 
team. 

During wrestling season at Lindbergh 
High School, Tim finished fifth in the 
state in the 112-pound class and his 
junior year he finished third at 105 
pounds. Recently, he placed sixth of 52 
wrestlers at Iowa University. 

He will, he said, continue to race 
throughout college. 


lacing also is physically ex- 

lhausting. Bill said he feels 
like ‘‘going somewhere and eating 
about half a cow’’ when he finishes 
racing. 

During a 100-lap race, drivers not 
only become fatigued but leg cramps 
and hand cramps are common. Racer’s 
necks are whipped from side-to-side 
and back-and-forth from the speed of 
the boats. Formula I boats travel up to 
125 mph on the straightaways. A good 
part of the time, the boats skim the 
water. 

To relieve hand cramps, ‘you can 
slow down a little bit and take one hand 
off the wheel,” Mike said. 

But there is little else that can be 
done, 

The Seebolds race all over the world 
about 10 months. of the year. It is im- 
portant to be in good physical condition. 
During the winter months, Bill said, the 
family dees other things to keep in 
shape, 

It would seem that the Seebold home 
would be filled with talk of boat racing

Economy and Real Estate, 
Existing home sales will 
increase steadily throughout

and could approach the peak 
fate achieved in late 1978 
@itring the closing months of 
7984 


‘Housing construction in 
1982 will roughly equal last 
year’s performance, Carlson 
added, and the number of 
housing starts will grow 
slowly in 1983 and 1984. 
Nearly 1.5 million homes will 
be started in 1984 — a level 
well below the 2.2 million 
units needed each year to 
miéet the nation’s basic 
idusing needs, he said. 
“The economist’s housing 
industry predictions were 
based in large part on the 
expectation that, market 
interest rates will remain at 
historically high levels. 

“Interest rates offered by 
institutions for new mor- 
tgage commitments are not 
expected to fall much below 
16.5 percent this year,” he 
éaid. “They are likely to 
remain in the 15 to 16 percent 
range during 1983. before 
falling to the 14 to 15 percent 
Tange in 1984.’”
